Warren 
discovered this when he examined 
his lilaes in the front yard. _He also 
discovered that® the iris, a perrenial 
flower, had made a growth of about 
two inches during the past few 
weeks. ‘ 


All over the district people are re- 


porting the premature budding of 
trees and bushes due to the pro- 
tracted spell of warm weather. Ap- 


parently the grass has not yet start- 
ed to grow,

Old-timeérs unanimous that 
never in the history of the country 
has there been such a mild winter.

On 
those days when a strong chinook is 
not blowing a balmy breeze from 
the west or southwest drifts the 
chimney smoke lazily over the 
housetops, and a land destitute of 
snow is bathed in brilliant sunshine, 
while men go about their work in 
shirt-sleeves. 

Almost every day has brought the 
remark from many quarters that we 
will surely have cold weather soon, 
but all the moon-signs and weather 
Pprognostications have failed, and 
the fine weather continues. 

It is truly a wonderful winter.

Our 
only meang of guarding against this 
danger is by treatment of our 
water supply, and this will be done 
by the chlorinating plant which is 
now being installed.

THIS TROUBLE 
CAUSED BY SEWAGE 

During the past winters, when we 
experienced long periods of sub- 
zero weather and the Bow river was 
covered with a thick sheet of ice, 
ihe water drawn from the taps in 
the homes of Bassano had a mest 
disagreeable odor, It was worse 
than a mere odor.

In connection with this matter a 
government official was in Bassano 
a few days ago. He discounted tne 
possibility of contamination ‘by the 
oil wells or by the oil refineries. 
The strong odor was not noticeable 
at the time, but from the explanatioa 
given by local men this official gave 
it as his opinion that the contamin- 
ation was caused by the presence of 
sewer gas in the water. 

The origin of the pollution is pro- 
bably in Calgary. The city dumps 
untreated sewage into the Bow 
river. During the summer months 
most of the sewer gag escapes into 
the air before the water reaches 
Bassano. In winter, when the 
river is covered with a thick sheet 
of ice, the gas cannot escape, and 
when the water reaches Bassano it 
ig still charged with sewer gas. The 
water is pumped into the’ Bassano 
mains, and when it comes out of the 
tap the gas escapes, giving off putrid 
odors and vile smells. 

This winter the trouble is almost 
wholly absent due to the mildness of 
the weather. At numerous points 
the river is not {rozen over, and the 
sewer gas escapes into the air before 
the water flows as far as Bassano. 

When the long expected period of 
low temperatures arrives--if it ever 
does-- we may expect to again have 
bad smelling water. 

And so, good citizen, when the 
temperature goes down to 30 de- 
grees below zero, and you turn your 
tap and get a whiff of gas that smells 
like something which has been dead 
a long time, don’t blame Bassano's 
newly installed’ chlorinating plant. 
It's Calgary’s sewage that’s to blame. 
The chlosinating plant has no not- 
iceable affect on the taste or odor of 
the water, but Calgary sewage is

MEASLES 

Measles is perhaps the most easily 
transmitted of all the communicable 
diseases. As a result, it is a disease 
of such common occurence, that 
many people regard it as inevitable, 
and so do little or nothing to prevent 
its spread. Indeed, many parents 
think that, it is inescapable, and 
rather welcome it so that it may he 
over and done with. 

Everyone is susceptible to measles 
The most important thing to know 
about measles is that the | younger 
the child, the more serious is the 
attack likely to be. We say ‘serious’ 
hecause In spite of the _dommonty 


accepted idea that measles, at the 
worst, is only annoying, it is a fact 
that measles is serious because’ of 
the injuries and deaths it causes. 

Deaths from measles? Yes, indeed 
This disease which is regarded so 
lightly comes second as a cause of 
death among the common com- 
municable diseases occurring in 
in young children. The number of 
deaths varies from year to year as 
epidemics of disease oceur, but 
few years pass which do not see 
several hundreds of young children 
fall victims to measles, and the 
younger the child afflicted, the 
higher the percentage of those who 
succumb. 

Measles is spread in the droplets 
from the nose and throat of a case, 
and unfortunately, the case succeeds 
in spreading the disease in this way 
for some days before the appearance 
of the rash. Because measles is 
spread during this period, it makes 
it most difficult to control, as, in 
many cases, the disease is not sus- 
pected, or the child is thought to 
have only a cold in the
